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Remove the Discrimination 


Certain statements of fact contained in the recent decision by the 
Board of Railway Commissioners upon the application of the railways of 
Canada for largely increased freight, passenger and sleeping car rates call 
for serious consideration by the people of this country, The facts referred 
to are of vital concern to the people of the West, and they must be the 
active agents in forcing attention to them with a view to reform, but they 
are, in a broad national sense, matters of importance to the East as well 
as to the West. 


It is not the intention of this article to discuss the merits of the case 
for increased rates; that is a matter to be decided in the light ‘of costs of 
operaion, wages paid, and costs of material used which the Railway Com- 
mission 1s well qualified to judge for itself. Apparently the Commis- 
sioners were thoroughly convinced that increased rates were fully justi- 
fied and indecd a necessity if the railways were to be efficiently maintained. 


“But in granting increased rates the Railway Commission authorized a 
40 per cent. increase in Eastern Canada and a 35 per cent. increase in 
Western Canada. In explanation of this difference between the East and 
the West, the Commissioners, in their judgment, pointed out that the exist- 
ing rates were from 13 to 18 per cent. higher in West than in the East and 
they, therefore, authorized a five per cent. smaller advance in the West 
than in the East in order to partly remove the discrimination against the 
West which it was thus frankly admitted existed. 

The action of the Commissioners was right so far as it went, but it did 
not go far enough. If discrimination against the citizens of any one sec- 
tion of this Dominion exists it is the duty of the Board of Railway Com- 
missioners, as a national body, to proceed to order the removal of that dis- 
crimination, One of the reasons for the creation of the Railway Commis- 
sion was to put an end to discrimination rates in Canada and to see that 
even-handed justice was accorded to all. i 


The failure of duty on the part of the Railway Commission is all the 
more marked and inexcusable because in this same judgment it is also 
frankly admitted that costs of railway operation per ton or per car mile 
arc lower in the West than in the East. If there is any justification 
whatever for a national administrative body to sanction discriminatory 
rates, then the lower rates should apply in the West where costs of opera- 
tion are lower, than that the East should enjoy the lower rates where the 
costs of operation are higher. U 


We hear a great deal these days in the nature of appeals to the Cana- 
dian people to develop a national spirit. They are urged, and rightly so, 
to think nationally rather than Provincially; to view national questions, 
Problems and policies in a big way as they affect the whole country, rather 
than from a narrow and selfish sectional standpoint. The East and Wast 
are urged to get together, and emphasis is laid on the necessity of closing 
the gap which unfortunately exists in sentiment and upon economic issues 
between the manufacturing and financial East and the agricultural West. 

Such appeals are all right and quite legitimate. It must be frankly 
recognized that the best interests of Canada demand the creation of a truly 
national spirit and sentiment in order to promote the sound and rapid de- 
velopment of the Dominion. Such a spirit is absolutely essential to the 
making of a real nation. But nothing is to be gained by shutting our eyes 
to the fact that inculcation of national sentiments is not possible so long 
as the people of one-half of the country-are made to suffer loss, because of 
unfair discrimination enforced against them by a national body which is 
supposed to know neither east nor west in the discharge of its administra- 
tive functions and powers. 

If a Federal Government Commission admits that 
practised against one section of the Dominion, and it sanctions that dis- 
crimination, it is proceeding along a course which makes for disttnion and 
effectively kills the movement for the development of a broad and sound 
national spirit. The inevitable effect of such action is to arouse a spirit 
of antagonism in the West against the East, and to give force to a renewal 
of the old demand for the division of the Railway Commission into two 
sections, one for the Eagt and one for the West—sométhing thafMis the 
teverse of national, 

The feeling prevailing in the West that many Eastern people and in- 
terests look upon the West as a cow to be milked for their benefit, and 
that they have about as much regard for the West as they would have for 
a cow, is not allayed but increased when a national body like the Board of 
Railway Commissioners authorize the perpetuation of discriminatory rail- 
way rates against the West—a discrimination which by their own judgment 
they show to be uncalled for upon any economic grounds and, therefore, 


discrimination is 


tankly unjust and unfair. 

In the interests, not of the West alone, but of all Canada in order that a 
teal national spirit and a sense of nationhood may be developed, this dis- 
crimination should be removed once and forever. It is the duty of Parlia- 
ment to amend the Railway Act, if necessary, specifically forbidding any 
and all such discrimination,

British Plan to 
Irrigate Alberta 


Project Will Cover One-Fifth of 
Irrigable Area in Dominion. 

The Right Hon. Sir Charles Hob- 
house, of London, | England, has just 
returned to Montreal from an inspec- 
tion of the great irrigation canal in 
Alberta, extending for 100 miles be- 
tween Calgary and Medicine Hat. 
The plans contemplated by the Brit- 
ish syndicate interested, said Sir 
Charles, will embrace the building of 
another canal of equal extent. The 
undertaking to date has involved an 
expenditure of between $8,000,000 and 
$10,000,000," in construction and im- 
provements, By actually going over 
the ground Sir Charles was much im- 
pressed with the magnitude of the en- 
terprise. From an engineering stand- 
point alone it represented a work of 
great importance. In its completed 
state the project will cover one-fifth 
of the total irrigable area in the Do- 
minion of Canada. 

One of the things remarked upon 
by Sir Charles was the contrast be- 
tween -the bare -desert-of the “grear 
arid areas in which the work is cen- 
tred and the luxuriant fertility of the 
soil where the water has already been 
brought upon it. About 400 acres 
have been brought under irrigation, 
and the value of the crops to be seen 
there, when Sir Charles went over 
the work, was estimated between 
$250,000 .and $300,000, and this, he 
said, was not on soil expected to pro- 
duce the very best results, There 
are quite a number of settlers going 
into’ the irrigated belt and the expec- 
tation was that the amount of land 
under irrigation would be trebled by 
the beginning of next year.

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Maps» And 
Their Making 


Britain Has Been Very Carefully 
Chartered to Small Details. 


Map making is an industry that is 
little known, although extremely im- 
portant, says Tit-Bits, 

The oldest map in existence is in 
a museum in Turin, It is a frag- 
ment of papyrus covered with lines 
and quaint markings, and it gives, 
besides the rivers, the crocodiles and 
fish swimming in them, It dates 
from 1370 B.C, 

Fhere is a curious 
world in the library of 
Cathedral, It is six fect four inches 
high and five feet wide, drawn on 
vellum, and enclosed in a case with 
folding doors. 

Map making has now reached such 

a degree of perfection and accuracy 
that one can locate every tree in the 
most remote village in the United 
Kingdom. 
. The whole of the British Isles have 
been resurveyett and charted by the 
ordnance survey since 1824, and this 
work goes on continuously. 

At the headquarters of the ord- 
nance department at 
you can sec the work of map making 
being carried out from the actual 
| drawing of the maps to the reproduc- 
tion of them by zincography. 

The process is roughly as follows: 
First the land must be surveyed. 
Every inch -of a district must be 
measured and every curve and angle 
noted, every slight clevation recorded. 
; The size and area of every object 
must be found, and the point of the 
| compass or direction which these face 
must be gauged accurately. When 
the field work is completed, the map 
is drawn. The sugyeys are on dif- 
ferent scales—one A two inch, six 
Some of the towns have been 
surveyed on a_ scale of twenty-five 
inches to a mile. These maps show 
every house, hedge, or tree, 

The engraving of maps is done on 
copper plates, It is possible for old 
plates to be skiNully revised and al- 
tered, and so brought up to date. The 
| printing used to be done from litho- 
graphic stones, but these have now 
near discarded for aluminum plates, 
which, when heated by a certain pro- 
cess, provide a much more accurate 
and sensitive medium, 

By the use of different aluminum 
| plates it is possible to print maps in 
many colors. The printing is dorte 
on paper seasoned by exposure to the 
air. 

It is no uncommon thing for thirty 
or forty draughtsmen to be employed 
on one map. One man may be a 
specialist in outline drawing, another 
in indicating natural features of the 
country, etc., and so on, 

The clearness of each 
| crammed portion of a map is due to 
the fact that it can be drawn on a 
very large scale, and later reduced 
by photography. 
| The most extraordinary map ever 
made is in the Louvre, It was pre- 
sented by the-late Czar of Russia to 
the French nation. Made of gold 
and studded with jewels, it was de- 
signed by a skilled Russian engineer. 

Its value is supposed to be about 
$150,000. This map measured forty 
inches along each side, and is framed 
in slate colored jasper. The sea is 
represented by pale marble, and the 
cities and towns by precious stones.

Employment for 
Returned Soldiers 


Physically Sotind Veterans Now to 
Have Civilian Status, 


That the employment of returned 
soldiers physically fit should be re- 
duced in the future to a civilian basis, 
is the policy now adopted by the de- 
partmént of soldiers’ civil. re-estab- 
lishment, Now that the employment 
branch of the department has practi- 
cally completed its work, it is felt 
that the regular labor agencies should 
take up the work, and that the return- 
ed men who have all their faculties 
should be treated as civilians, and that 
their military services should not be 
emphasized, 

This is not meant to apply strietly 
to such as have been in military hos- 
pitals. Some 4,000 patients are still 
being treated, of these 1,500 are 
tubercular, 1,000 insane and 103 are 
incurables, The others are mostly 
surgical cases.

Work in Rural Districts 


To develop in the members of the 
community the art of living together. 
jin the spirit of the golden rule isthe 
| high ideal of the community club 
movement in Canada. Excluding 
anything suggestive of sectionalism 
or sectarianism, this organization, 
though yet in the first stages of 
growth, has been of inestimable bene- 
fit to thecitizens of every commun- 
ity in which a branch has been estab- 
lished, especially in rural districts, 
Through the inoculation of its aims 
and ideals a spirit of co-operation has 
been formed among the many and 
varied institutions of country dis- 
tricts which has resulted in the pres- 
ervation of the community centre, the 
sharing of tommunity tasks, and the 
betterment of community conditions. 

The inception of the community 
club idea in Manitoba was spontan- 
cous, and there are already existent} 
in the province thirty-four organiza- 
tions in a flourishing condition. The 
work of the clubs has been of especial 
benefit in the ruraldistricts, where | 
the isolation and lack of social inter- 
course so often accompanying the 
days of early settlement have been 
largely offset by the workings of the 


clubs, and the hardships which often 
accompany pioneering have been con- 
siderably ameliorated. 

But its work in the older sctiled 
sections is immense and of wide 
scope. To help improve living con- 
ditions, to make life more wholesome, 
more attractive, and more complete— 
this has been, and is, the chief aim 
of the community club in the farm- 
ing districts. The clubs have been 
instrumental in providing lecturers 
from the universities 
that there were Substantial audiences 
present to hear them; agricultural 
chatauguas have been staged in a 
number of places; debates on prob- 
lems of public interest have been 
held. Valuable work has been done 
among the younger generation—Boy 
Scout troops organized, classes of 
various kinds arranged, debates stag- 
ed, and all kinds of team-sports pre- 
pared and carried out.

Alberta’ 8 Resources 


Agricultural Resources Greater Than 
Those of France and Germany 
Combined. 


When the problem of separation of 
oil from the oil sands lying to the 
Alberta, has been 
sufficient quantities to 
supply the world for six hundred 
This opinion 
was expressed by Dr, H. M. Tory, 
principal of the University of Alberta, 
in the course of an address before 
the Calgary Board of Trade recently. 
Dr. Tory stated that a member of the 
faculty of the university had been 


| working on the problem of separation 


for ten days and that if he continued 


}to make progress as rapidly as he 


had done hitherto, the problem would 
in six weeks. The oil 
fields north of Edmonton, the presi- 
dént of the university believed, con- 
tain the greatest body of oil to be 
found in the world. Speaking © ot 
some of the other Alberta resources, 
he stated that the coal fields within a 
radius of fifty miles of Calgary are 
adequate to supply the chemical in- 
dustry of the whole of Canada. 

“The agricultural resources of Al- 
berta are greater than those of France 
and Germany combined,” said Dr, 
Tory, “and Germany, before the war, 
Was producing ninety per cent. of her 
own food requirements for 60,000,000 
people from her own soil. That a 
province possessed of such resources 
should have found it necessary last 
year to import food for stock seems 
unbelievable. It is to be hoped that 
such a necessity will never occur in 
the future in Alberta,” 

At the present time there are less 
than a million people in Alberta 
whose resources are sufficient to sup- 
port a hundred times as many. 


Good Crops in B. C. 


Crop of Hay Yielded Five Tons to 
Acre, 

Heavy spring rains and beneficient 
sunshine in July and August have 
coaxed from the fertile soil of British 
Columbia, and especially Lulu Island, 


one of the best crops garnered in 
years, 
A Vancouver report states that 


near Bridgeport and Sixsmith there 
may be seen some of the finest crops 
ever grown anywhere, Near Brans- 
comb is an oat field where the binder 
could only cut half a swath, the grain 
being so high and heavy that a full 
cut choked the and the 
sheaves would not go through, This 
field will yicld well over 140 bushels 
to the acre. Wheat in the same 
vicinity should thresh 60 bushels, 
while several of the barley, hay and 
rye crops would turn an experimental 
farm ecxpert green with envy. Reeve 
Bridge, of Richmond, boasts a crop 
of hay which makes 
other records look small, From 36 
acres, 180 tons were cut, or an aver- 
age of five tons per acre, At $30

Had A Picturesque Exhibit 


A Vivid Portrayal of the Beauties of 
Canadian Rockies, 
Canadian National-Grand 
Railways this year combined 


The 
Trunk 
to make one of the most striking dis- 
plays in his history of the Canadian 
National Exhibition, The exhibit, 
which occupied two of the three main 
sections of the railway building, gave 
a new vision of the extent and 
sources of the Dominion, 

One of the sections was devoted to 
a vivid portrayal of the beauties of 
the Rockies at the point 
where the peaks reach their greatest 
The grandeur of the Yel- 
surrounding 
shown on a scale commen- 
the magnitude of the 
great mountain chain! The visitor 
stands under the shadow of a giant 
cedar, the branches of which arch 
aver the whole of the ceiling. At 
his feet are the Maligne Falls and the 
turbulent silver stream of the Maligne 
River, threading its way among the 
foothills. In the background is a 
panorama 100 feet in length, of the 
magnificent mountains in Jasper Na- 
tional Park and Mount Robson Park, 
the two great scenic reserves through 
which the Canadian National and the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Raihways make 
their way to the Pacific Coast. 
Mount Edith Cavell, the beautiful 
peak named by the Dominion Govy- 
ernment in memory of the martyr 
nurse, is in the centre of the pan- 
orama, and is supported by Mounts 
Geikie, Fitzwilliam, Pyramid, Roche 
de Smet and Roche Miette, with the 
tnassive Mount Robson, the monarch 
of the Canadian Rockies, looming up 
in the distance.
